Disinfecting hand gels don't affect 
swine flu infection rate 


BOSTON, Massachusetts 
(AFP) - The regular use of al¬ 
cohol-based disinfecting 
hand gels authorities recom¬ 
mended during the A(H1N1) 
pandemic has little effect on 
the disease's infection rate, 
according to a study pub¬ 
lished yesterday. 

The findings suggest that 
the pandemic virus and si¬ 
milar strains may be most ef¬ 
fectively transmitted in the 
air, rather than by contact 
with infected surfaces, the 
authors of the study said. 

"An alcohol hand disinfec¬ 
tant with enhanced antiviral 
activity failed to significantly 
reduce the frequency of infec¬ 
tion with either rhinovirus or 
influenza," wrote the authors 
of the study presented yester¬ 
day at the Interscience Con¬ 
ference on Antimicrobial 
Agents and Chemotherapy 
(ICAAC) here. 

Participants in the study 
disinfected their hands 
roughly every three hours 
over ten weeks between Au¬ 
gust 25 and November 9, 
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2009. Of that group, 42 out of 
100 contracted rhinovirus in¬ 
fections, compared to 51 out 
of 100 in the control group. 

Similarly, 12 of those reg¬ 
ularly disinfecting their hands 
contracted the so-called 
swine flu, compared to 15 in 
the control group. 

"The hand treatment also 
did not significantly reduce 
the frequency of illnesses 
caused by the viruses," said 
the authors of the study led 
by Ronald Turner of the Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia. 

The study was financed by 


the Dial Corporation, which 
makes various care and 
cleaning products, including 
alcohol-based hand sanitizer. 

"The results of this study 
suggest that hand transmis¬ 
sion maybe less important for 
the spread of rhinovirus than 
previously believed," the au¬ 
thors said. 

"This study suggests that 
protection from infection with 
these viruses may require in¬ 
creased attention to aerosol 
transmission of virus," they 
added. 


Italy's Berlusconi insists 
he will serve full term 


ROME, Italy (AFP) - Italian 
Prime Minister Silvio Berlus¬ 
coni yesterday insisted his 
government will run its full 
term to 2013 and easily survive 
a confidence vote in the last 
week of September. 

"We will go to the polls in 
three years because we have a 
majority to govern," Berlus¬ 
coni told a meeting of his 
party's youth movement. 

Berlusconi said he expected 


"not just a majority, but a great 
majority" of lawmakers to vote 
in favor of a five-point pro¬ 
gram for the rest of the term 
that he will present to parlia¬ 
ment in the last week of Sep¬ 
tember. 

The confidence vote will be 
the major test of whether the 
government has a majority in 
parliament after months of po¬ 
litical turmoil. 


Mystery surrounds identity 
bombing suspect 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark 
(AFP) - Danish police are still 
trying to establish the identity 
of the suspect in a Copenhagen 
hotel bombing, 48 hours after 
having arrested him, a spokes¬ 
man admitted yesterday. 

Investigators say the man 
speaks at least three languages 
but is refusing to say who he is: 
in court on Saturday he said he 
could recall neither his name or 
his age. 

In a bid to find new wit¬ 
nesses, detectives have released 
videos showing the man, a few 
hours before his arrest, in the 
toilets of the city's Joergensen 
Hotel, where the explosion 
went off. Other images showed 
him at a post office buying ad¬ 


hesive ribbon and material for 
wrapping a package. 

The suspect, who received 
the help of a French interpreter 
during his appearance in court, 
was also charged with posses¬ 
sion of a firearm before being 
remanded in custody. 

The accused, on crutches, 
with the lower part of one leg 
missing and with injuries to his 
face, denied the charges and 
told the court through his inter¬ 
preter that he could not recall 
either his age or his name. 

The suspect, who was ar¬ 
rested in a park near the hotel 
soon after Friday's blast spoke 
English, French and German 
but not Arabic, SvendFoldager, 
the police inspector leading the 


Mosque retreat will feed 
extremism, warns NY 
imam 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Islamic cleric behind plans to 
build a mosque near Ground 
Zero in New York warned yes¬ 
terday that retreating on the 
project would only strengthen 
the hand of the Muslim ex¬ 
tremists. 

But imam Feisal Abdul 
Rauf did not commit to keep¬ 


ing the Islamic cultural center 
at its current site, two blocks 
from where Al-Qaeda hijack¬ 
ers crashed planes into the 
World Trade Center. 

"The decisions that I will 
make — that we will make — 
will be predicated on what is 
best for everybody," he told 
ABC's "This Week" program. 


Igor strengthens to category 
four hurricane 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - Igor, 
swirling in the central Atlantic 
and not a threat to land, 
strengthened to a powerful ca¬ 
tegory four hurricane yester¬ 
day, the Miami-based National 
Hurricane Center said. 

The storm had maximum 
sustained winds near 135 miles 
(215 kilometers) per hour, with 
higher gusts at 1830 GMT. 
"Some additional strengthen¬ 
ing is forecast during the next 
48 hours," the NHC said. 

The center of Igor was 
1,565 miles (2,520 kilometers) 
east of Santo Domingo, in the 
Dominican Republic, traveling 
towards the west at nearly 14

“The economic benefits to 
the area are obvious. Individu¬ 
als living in San Nicolas and 
working in tourism will have 
the option of obtaining jobs 
closer to home. We imagine 
the influx of tourists will cer¬ 
tainly stimulate commerce in 
San Nicolas. We have spoken 
to members of the San Nicolas 
Business Association and they 
are very receptive to the pro¬

Nieuwmeyer. “A golf resort of 
this caliber attracts guests of an 
income bracket and life style 
that is beneficial to every sort 
of vendor on the island cater¬ 
ing to the tourism industry, 
which is in turn good for all 
businesses. Parker Smith and 
Ed Gowan recognized imme¬ 
diately that Aruba and all it 
amenities is a perfect golfer’s 


destination, and they are the 
experts on this sort of thing. 
We are certain this project will 
be a marketing asset for Aruba 
on many levels.”

Japan launches satellite for better GPS coverage 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japan on 
Saturday launched a rocket 
carrying a satellite intended 
to improve global positioning 
systems. 

The H-IIA rocket blasted 
off at 8:17pm (1117 GMT) 
from the Tanegashima space 
centre in southern Japan, ac¬ 
cording to the Japan Aero¬ 
space Exploration Agency 
(JAXA). 


About 30 minutes after the 
launch, the rocket success¬ 
fully released the "Michibiki" 
satellite, whose name means 
’’showing the way”. 

JAXA scientists hope the 
satellite will boost the accu¬ 
racy and coverage of GPS, 
which is widely used in Japan 
by drivers. 

Currently, radio waves 
from a satellite can be ham¬ 


pered by skyscrapers or moun¬ 
tains, and significant errors 
can be also caused by reflected 
waves, according to JAXA. 

The Japanese space 
agency hoped to launch three 
such satellites, meaning that 
one of them would always be 
above Japan, but budgetary 
constraints have stalled plans 
for the second and third satel¬ 
lites, local media have said. 


China-US collaboration on clean energy research 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Chinese and US scientists will 
be collaborating on research 
into clean energy with millions 
of dollars in backing by the 
two nations, according to a US 
national laboratory. 

Lawrence Livermore Na¬ 
tional Laboratory in California 
said Wednesday it was part of 
a US team that will receive 25 
million dollars during the next 
five years from a joint US- 
China Clean Energy Research 
Center. 

The team, led by West Vir¬ 
ginia University, will develop 
and test new technology for 


capturing and storing carbon 
gas considered a main culprit 
in climate change. 

”We believe strongly that 
cooperation between the 
United States and China on 
clean coal and carbon capture 
and sequestration is critical to 
national security and global 
energy and environmental in¬ 
terests,” said Julio Friedmann, 
director of the carbon manage¬ 
ment program at the lab. 

”We look forward to work¬ 
ing closely with our Chinese 
counterparts to find opportuni¬ 
ties to collaborate that serve 
the needs of both nations.” 


A second US team, headed 
by the University of Michigan, 
will get 25 million dollars in 
funding to improve technol¬ 
ogy for clean vehicles, accord¬ 
ing to the lab. Chinese 
research partners were to be 
announced in coming months. 

The US and China 
launched the clean energy cen¬ 
ter in November. 

The partnership will create 
opportunities for businesses 
while helping ’’reduce global 
carbon pollution,” according 
to US Energy Secretary 
Steven Chu. 


Dance like Michael Jackson in new video game 


MONTPELLIER, France 
(AFP) - Moonwalking just 
like Michael Jackson will soon 
be possible for everyone with 
the launch later this year of the 
first video game dedicated to 
the star since his death last 
year. 

A game, developed under the 
watchful eye of Jackson’s bene¬ 
ficiaries by French video game 
titan Ubisoft, will teach players 
to master the King of Pop’s most 
famous dance moves. 

Named ’’Michael Jackson: 
The Experience”, the game is 
being produced by Ubisoft’s 
French editor in his studios in 
Montpellier and Montreal 
with a team of around 200 
people. 

The version for the Wii 
console, which has been seen 
by AFP, sets the tone right 



from the start with background 
music from the star’s many hit 
songs. In total there will be be¬ 
tween 25 and 30 available in 
the final version. 

In the early 1990s, Jackson 
was the star of a video game 
adapted from his 1988 


’’Moonwalker” film which in¬ 
volved players fighting sup¬ 
posed enemies of the star. 

This game, however, invites 
the player to try to move like 
Jackson with points awarded 
for the most successful. 

”We have looked at hun¬ 
dreds of hours of video and 
collaborated with choreogra¬ 
phers, notably Travis Payne, 
who was involved in the 
preparation for the ’’This Is It” 
tour,” for which Jackson was 
preparing at the time of his 
death, said creative director 
Alkis Argyriadis. 

Of the consoles, the game 
can be played on Nintendo’s 
DS and Sony’s Playstation 2 
portable and will be available 
from November 23 in the 
United States and two days 
later in Europe and Asia.

Mouse study may help explain 
fish oil’s benefits 



Feeding obese mice omega-3 
fatty acids reduced inflam¬ 
mation that can lead to dia¬ 
betes, a new study finds. 

Fish oil supplements that 
contain high levels of omega- 
3 fatty acids are one of the 
most popular dietary supple¬ 
ments in the world. While 
omega-3 fatty acids are 
widely believed to be benefi¬ 
cial, exactly how they work 
hasn’t been well understood, 
said study co-author Saswata 
Talukdar, a post-doctoral fel¬ 


low at University of 
California, San Diego. 

By studying fat tis¬ 
sue in the mice con¬ 
suming fish oil, 
researchers found 
omega-3 fatty acids 
seem to act on a partic¬ 
ular receptor on cells, 
GPR120, which, when 
activated, blocks in¬ 
flammatory processes. 

Chronic inflamma¬ 
tion can lead to insulin 
resistance, a precursor 
to diabetes. 

Therefore, “if we 
can fix the inflamma¬ 
tion part, it’s possible 
that we could prevent 
insulin resistance or even 
ameliorate diabetes,” Taluk¬ 


dar explained. 

Fat tissue contains 
macrophages, immune sys¬ 
tem cells that gobble up bac¬ 
teria, clear out cellular debris 
and help rid the body of in¬ 
fection. But macrophages 
found in fat can also have a 
downside. When 

macrophages “go rogue,” 
Talukdar said, they produce 
cytokines and other pro-in¬ 
flammatory proteins. 


Removing Fallopians cuts 
ovarian cancer risk: 
study 


MONTREAL (AFP) - Re¬ 
moving a woman's Fallopian 
tubes could cut the number of 
deaths from ovarian cancer 
by 30 percent as that is where 
the illness develops first, 
Canadian researchers said 
Friday. 

"Instead of clipping the 
tubes or burning it, it should 
be removed. We are warning: 
stop leaving the tubes in, it is 
where ovarian cancer be¬ 
gins,” said gynecologic on¬ 
cologist Sarah Finlayson 
from Vancouver General 
Hospital. 

She said the discovery that 
ovarian cancer actually be¬ 
gins in the Fallopian tubes 
was "one of these moments 
of luck” during research into 
women who carry the BRCA 
gene that can trigger breast 
cancer. 

”We simply hadn't looked 
there before. Once we looked 
carefully, we found that ovar¬ 
ian cancer does not begin in 
the ovaries but in the Fallop¬ 
ian tubes.” 

Ovarian cancer affects one 
in 70 women in Canada and 
the chances of surviving 
longer than five years after 
diagnosis are only about 37 


A build up of cytokines 
can result in a “signaling cas¬ 
cade,” that eventually leads 
to low-grade, chronic inflam¬ 
mation and insulin resistance, 
Talukdar said. In people with 
insulin resistance, cells are 
unable to properly utilize in¬ 
sulin, which regulates blood 
sugar levels. That can lead to 
type 2 diabetes, which is 
often linked to obesity. 

When researchers fed 
obese mice omega-3 fatty 
acids, inflammation subsided 
and insulin sensitivity im¬ 
proved. Blood glucose levels 
also dropped significantly, 
Talukdar said.

Even if you don’t have 
symptoms, you still need to 
avoid gluten totally to pre¬ 
vent damage to the intestines 
and long-term problems.

Carefully read food labels. 
Look for wheat or wheat 
products added to foods such 
as ice cream, salad dressing, 
candy, canned and frozen 
soups and vegetables, and 
other processed foods. 

When you eat out, look for 
restaurants that serve gluten- 
free food. You might ask if 
the chef is familiar with 
cooking without any gluten. 
Also look for grocery stores 
that sell gluten-free pizza and 
other foods. The Internet can 
be another source of informa¬ 
tion on gluten-free foods. 

On a gluten-free eating 
plan, you can still have: 

•Eggs and milk products 
such as cheese. Some cheese 
and cheese spreads may con¬ 
tain gluten, so check the la¬ 
bels for additives. You may 
need to avoid milk and milk 
products at the beginning of 
treatment. 

•Flours and starches made 
from rice, corn, buckwheat, 
potatoes, soybeans, or tapi¬ 
oca. 

•Fresh, frozen, or canned 
unprocessed meats. Exam¬ 
ples of processed meats are 


hot dogs, salami, and deli 
meat. Read labels for addi¬ 
tives that may contain gluten. 

•Fresh, frozen, dried, or 
canned fruits and vegetables, 
if they do not have thickeners 
or other additives that contain 
gluten. 

•Certain alcohol drinks, 
including wine, liquor (in¬ 
cluding whiskey and brandy), 
liqueurs, and ciders. 

Eating a gluten-free diet is 
not easy. But if you take your 
time to read labels and ask 
questions, you can stay on a 
gluten-free eating plan.

Zuma's son to give Arcelor¬ 
Mittal cash to poor 


JOHANNESBURG,South 
Africa (AFP) - South African 
President Jacob Zuma's son 
said yesterday he will donate 
to charity 70 percent of his 
share in a mining deal that has 
been criticised as a payoff to 
the politically connected. 

Duduzane Zuma, 28, an¬ 
nounced in a statement that he 
would give "needy and disad¬ 
vantaged" South Africans most 
of his share in the deal in 
which his company, Maben- 
gela Investments, acquired a 
stake in steel giant ArcelorMit¬ 
tal's South Africa unit. 

The deal was reached 
under legislation that seeks to 
reverse the inequalities of 
apartheid by transferring own¬ 
ership stakes in companies to 
disadvantaged groups, but has 
been sharply criticised for de¬ 
livering a windfall to allies of 
Zuma and his ruling African 
National Congress (ANC). 

"I am very pleased to an¬ 


nounce that I have decided to 
forgo 70 percent of my pro¬ 
posed allocation and spread it 
among other South Africans 
who are needy and disadvan¬ 
taged like I once was," Dudu¬ 
zane Zuma said in his 
statement. 

Donated shares will also go 
to family members of police 
who have died in the line of 
duty, veterans of the anti¬ 
apartheid struggle, women in 
rural communities and an edu¬ 
cation fund for orphans, the 
statement said. 

He also said his business 
partners the Gupta family, 
prominent ANC supporters 
whose Oakbay Investments 
was part of the ArcelorMittal 
deal, will also donate 70 per¬ 
cent of their stake. 

He estimated the face value 
of the total donated shares at 
one billion rands (139 million 
dollars, 109 million euros). 


Central bankers reach deal on 
new bank regulations 


ZURICH, Switzerland (AFP) 
- Banks will be required to lift 
their reserves substantially 
under "landmark" new rules 
drawn up yesterday by central 
bankers and regulators seeking 
to prevent a repeat of the re¬ 
cent financial crisis. 

The new regulations, called 
Basel III, would force banks to 
more than triple their current 
reserves and would be phased 
in from 2013, said a statement 
issued by the Bank for Interna¬ 
tional Settlements. 

"The agreements reached 
today are a fundamental 
strengthening of the global 
capital standards," said Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank chief Jean- 
Claude Trichet, who chairs the 
group of regulators at the 
meeting in northern Switzer¬ 
land. 

"Their contribution to long¬ 
term financial stability and 
growth will be substantial. The 
transition arrangements will 
enable banks to meet the new 
standards while supporting the 
economic recovery," he added. 

Under the new rules to be 
phased in from 2013, banks 
would be required to hold 
more reserves by January 1, 
2015, with the so-called core 
Tier 1 capital raised to 4.5 per¬ 
cent from 2.0 percent at the 
moment. 

In addition, banks would be 
required by January 1, 2019 to 
set aside an additional buffer 


of 2.5 percent to "withstand fu¬ 
ture periods of stress," bring¬ 
ing the total core reserves 
required to 7.0 percent. 

This additional reserve 
"help to ensure that banks 
maintain a buffer of capital 
that can be used to absorb 
losses during periods of finan¬ 
cial and economic stress", said 
regulators. 

They added that this tool 
would go towards stopping 
banks from issuing "discre¬ 
tionary bonuses and high divi¬ 
dends, even in the face of 
deteriorating capital posi¬ 
tions." 

Certain assets would also 
no longer be considered as ap¬ 
propriate reserves, and would 
have to be replaced by better 
quality assets beginning 2013. 

Big banks of systemic im¬ 
portance can expect to see fur¬ 
ther curbs, as regulators also 
noted in their statement that 
they "should have loss absor¬ 
bing capacity beyond the stan¬ 
dards announced today and 
work continues on this issue." 

"The combination of a 
much stronger definition of 
capital, higher minimum re¬ 
quirements and the introduc¬ 
tion of new capital buffers will 
ensure that banks are better 
able to withstand periods of 
economic and financial stress, 
therefore supporting economic 
growth," said Nout Wellink, 
who heads the Dutch central 


bank. 

The set of new regulations 
would be submitted for ratifi¬ 
cation at a meeting of Group of 
20 major developed and devel¬ 
oping nations in South Korea 
in November. 

Banks have been campaig¬ 
ning in recent weeks against 
what they describe as over-re¬ 
gulation, warning that it could 
kill off nascent growth in the 
economy. 

German banks have been 
particularly vocal in raising 
their fears over the past week, 
but the head of the German 
central bank Axel Weber said 
there was sufficient time for 
banks to adjust to the new 
rules. 

"The gradual transition 
phase will allow all banks to 
meet the requirements," said 
Weber. 

"Even the particular nature 
of German financial institu¬ 
tions ... have been correctly 
taken into account," he added. 

Switzerland's top central 
banker Philipp Hildebrand said 
"today’s landmark agreement 
sets a much needed new global 
regulatory minimum standard 
for banks" but warned that the 
package "does not yet compre¬ 
hensively address the 'too big 
to fail' problem." 

"Further efforts will be re¬ 
quired in that area at the inter¬ 
national and at the national 
level," said Hildebrand. 


Over 100 million dollars unprotected 
in Japan failed bank 


TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - Some 
130 million dollars deposited 
to the failed Incubator Bank of 
Japan (IBJ) will not be covered 
by the state-backed deposit in¬ 
surance agency, the agency 
said yesterday. 

The IBJ, a private lender for 
small businesses, filed for 
bankruptcy Friday, in Japan's 
first bank failure in seven years. 

It is the first time a cap has 
been applied to deposit insu¬ 
rance, under which account 
holders' money is guaranteed 
only up to a maximum of 10 
million yen (120,000 dollars) 
per depositor. 

The cap was enacted in 
2002 after a slew of banks 
went bankrupt when the eco¬ 
nomic bubble of the 1990s 
burst. 

The IBJ, which was earlier 
told to halt its operations by 
the Financial Services Agency, 
will resume refunding business 
today, the state-backed Deposit 
Insurance Corporation of Ja¬ 
pan said yesterday. 

The insurance scheme will 


not cover some 11 billion yen 
(130 million dollars) held by 
3,423 depositors, amounting to 
some 2.7 percent of all of IBJ's 
clients, the agency said. 

The bank held a total of 582 
billion yen in deposits as of 
Friday. 

Government officials and 
Bank of Japan governor 
Masaaki Shirakawa have 
stressed that the bankruptcy 
would have little impact on the 
Japanese financial system.

As many times as I travel 
Aruba’s countryside, I have 
to say I never know what I 
will see from one day to the 
next. Some things you know 
will be there; even if you live 
in town you can see some of 
the small creatures that live in 
your yard that are special to 
our island. I think it is a 
shame if people begin to take 
for granted being so close to 
nature, yet it seems to be hap¬ 
pening more each day. 

We have so many kinds of 
lizards, the iguana everyone 
know, but also many kinds of 
small lizards we generally 
refer to as lakadishi, even 
though they are many differ¬ 
ent colors and sizes. Also we 
have very tiny blue butterflies 
called “blauje” which most 
people hardly notice. When 
you look close you see they 
are very beautiful, and not re¬ 
ally blue, they just seem that 
way when they flutter their 
wings so fast-funny, no? 

People know we raise 
goats here and there is a Don¬ 
key Sanctuary, but both still 
run wild, and you never know 
when you will come upon a 
family. The goats are amaz¬ 
ing, making their way 
through hillsides and tough 
country, nothing stops them. 
Sometimes they are very cu¬ 
rious, but if they have babies 
with them especially, they 
will run away fast. I have 
seen baby goats try to drink 
milk from their mothers even 
while on the run. 

Our wild donkeys often 
will come right up to some¬ 
one’s yard and try to eat their 
plants or look for water. This 
year, we have had a very dry 
year, and the donkeys will 
gnaw at the cactus to relieve 
their thirst. If people can, it is 
good for them to leave a 
bucket of water for the don¬ 
keys when they show up in 
their neighborhood, this helps 
to preserve the cactus as well. 
When I take people on my 
tours I usually try to bring 
some old bananas, carrots or 
fruit for the donkeys and they 
will come right up to your car 
to eat. Sort of like a safari 
park without the lions and no 
fear of monkeys climbing on 
your car! It is free to enter

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Colombia's Santos unveils 


major offensive against 
guerrillas 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
Colombian President Juan 
Manuel Santos said Saturday 
he would "redouble” the mili¬ 
tary’s offensive against leftist 
guerillas after attack killed 40 
police and military officers. 

Colombia's rebel groups 
have launched a string of 
deadly attacks in recent weeks 
following the inauguration of 
Santos, a former defense mi¬ 
nister who has promised to 
keep pressure on the insurgents. 

"We have decided to inten¬ 
sify the offensive... so that 
these criminals do not have 
time to plan their operations," 
Santos said in Monteria, in 
Cordoba department. 

The Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia (FARC) — 
Latin America's oldest and 
most powerful insurgency — 
and the National Liberation 
Army (ELN) traditionally carry 
out more violent attacks during 
government transitions. Santos 
took power on August 7. 

Eight police officers were 
killed in clashes with leftist

rebels Friday in southwestern 
Colombia near the border with 
Ecuador in a shootout with 
members of the Marxist FARC 
who tried to take over San 
Miguel town in Putumayo 
province. 

Santos has rejected a rebel 
offer of peace talks, calling for 
them to first free hostages and 
stop recruiting minors. 


Trapped miners in Chile: a

SANTIAGO, Chile (AFP) - 
During the months of digging 
it will take to rescue the 
trapped miners in Chile, direc¬ 
tor Rodrigo Ortuzar will be 
shaping his film about the un¬ 
derground tale of despair and 
rebirth he has already aptly ti¬ 
tled "The 33." 

"We have to wait for the 
ending, but what's already hap¬ 
pened up to now is incredible...

It was the 15th straight-set 
US Open women singles 
final in a row dating back to 
Steffi Grafs three-set win 
over Monica Seles in 1995 
and at 59 minutes the quick¬ 
est since timings were first 
kept in 1980.

distraught-looking Zvonareva 
said simply: ”Kim just played 
tremendously well and she 
deserved to win.”

US end 16-year wait for world title 



US players celebrate with the trophy after winning the World Championship basketball 
final match Turkey vs. USA 


ISTANBUL (AFP) - The 
United States captured their 
first world basketball title 
since 1994 on Sunday when 
they defeated Turkey 81-64 
in the gold medal match. 

It was the Americans' 
fourth world crown and comes 
two years after they won the 
Olympic title in Beijing. 

Even without 12 of the 
squad who triumphed in 
China, they were still too 
strong for the competition 
here with Oklahoma City star 
Kevin Durant again showing 
off his outstanding talents. 

Having scored 38 points 
in the semi-final win over 
Lithuania, he added 28 more 
against Turkey to repay 
coach Mike Krzyzewski's 
faith in him. 

With the Sinan Erden 
Arena reminding the Ameri¬ 
cans just where the final was 
being played, Toronto Raptor 
Hidayet Turkoglu was doing 
all he could to further un¬ 
nerve the Americans, proving 
a handful early on with eight 
quick points. 

However, when he left the 
court with a knee injury, 
Turkey found the going 
somewhat more difficult, 
down 22-17 at the end of the 
opening quarter. 

It looked like the Turkish 
coaching staff had failed to 


do their research on how to 
shut down Durant who was at 
his outstanding best early, 
recording 11 points in the 
first quarter. 

The 15,000 screaming 
Turkish fans did not seem to 
be affecting the Americans, 
who were able to double their 
lead from five to ten points to 
be up 42-32 when the half¬ 
time buzzer sounded. 

Durant led all scorers at 
half-time with 20 points, 15 
of which would come from 
behind the perimeter where 
he landed 5 from 9 three- 
pointers. 


His radar was on again at 
the beginning of the second- 
half, opening the scoring 
with a further two three- 


pointers, seeing the lead go 
out to 16 for the US. 

But it was as big as the 
lead would get throughout 


the remainder of the quarter 
as Turkey, playing in their 
first final, attempted to work 
their way back into the game, 
bringing USA's adavantage 
back to 11 points. 

However, the US re¬ 
mained calm and continued 
picking their shots to back 
out to 61-48 and with one 
hand on the gold medal with 
a quarter to play. 

With the home crowd be¬ 
hind them Turkey hoped to 
replicate their semi-final per¬ 
formance against Serbia in 
which they were able to get 
home on the back of a big 
final quarter. 

But the US were not about 
to commit the same mistakes 
as Serbia had, conserving their 
lead to win back the gold. 

In the bronze medal 
match, Lithuania defeated 
Serbia 99-88.

CHICAGO (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods won't be headed to the 
US PGA Tour Championship, 
his FedEx Cup playoff cam¬ 
paign coming to an end Sun¬ 
day with a final-round 70 at 
the BMW Championship.
